.From past and present observation of the unsanitary 


street sweepers, T heartily- endoise what has been said 
in The Journal about the one in use here. Last fall, be- 
fore its. purchase by the city council, and when th.2 mat- 
ter-was reported to be under consideration by the then 
Mayor and Council, I wrote an article, which was pub- 
lished in The Journal, suggesting that the purchase be 
Tiot jnaue, and that street sweepers were' being rapidly 
discarded by cities to the east of hero. 


I recommended that the City Council

"street flusher" which acts as a street sprinkler and 
sweeper combined, washing the dust and dirt toward, 
and into the gutters, and away through the sewers, do- 
ing the work perfectly a"nd in a sanitary manner. By the 
use of street flushers, the streets are washed clean with- 
out raising a cloud of dust and germs to fill the air and 
drop back, to be again stirred up by the wind and the 
sweeper.

purchase of one by this city was made because cheaper 
than the modern-and up-to-date "flusher," 'It would have 
been better to have bought one of those laid aside.by 
other cities, and that coulfl have been procured for a 
more nominal price. • I understand that the "flushers" 
cost considerably more than the sweepers, but in view of 
their superiority, and sanitary effect, and because they 
combine sprinkling and sweeping, that is not worthy of 
consideration.
